T he tra its th a t m ade the late Will Rogers so universally beloved were 
those th at he carried forever w ith him —th a t cam e into th e world w ith 
him . but w hich w’ere enriched by the first sim plicities of th e soil of his 
native O klahom a. He never forgot those early experiences, nor those early 
friendships and contacts. 
In his h ea rt th e sim plicity of his early years 
stayed w ith him and gave him wide influence w ith thase who understood. 
T he early inventions of T hom as Edison were crude aflairs. but d u r­ 
ing his lifetim e the great inventor loved these fa r more th a n the p erfect­ 
ed ones of late r years. O ne of the m ost precious volum es in my library is 
a book of poem s by W h ittier given to m y m other by my fath er upon th eir 
w edding day, and w hich I read as a boy. 
I t is a trib u te to ch aracter w hen you m eet a boyhood friend and d is­ 
cover th a t he still retain s th e sim ple ch aracteristics th a t distinguished him 
at th a t tim e, though he m ay have since risen to fam e, accum ulated great 
w ealth, or been singularly honored in some m anner. 
W hen m any of our illusions become sh attered , and m any of th e false 
tem ples of life fall a t our feet, th en it is th a t the sterling and sincere 
tem ples of life fall a t our feet, th en it is th a t th e sterling an d sincere sim ­ 
plicities of life loom in their greatness and their w orth. I t is to th em th a t 
we look for our joy an d our peace.

China (Rosa hugonis), and the ru- 
gosa hybrids, make fine hedges, or 
are useful in setting off plants at 
entrance and path intersections. 
Some 
polyanthas, 
sometimes 
called baby ramblers, should be in­ 
cluded. Small, gay flowers in large 
clusters are produced in abundance 
all summer long. 
Massed in beds, 
j a showy effect is obtained. 
The 
polyantha roses also are excellent 
for a low’, everblooming hedge. 
The design of the garden is gov­ 
erned largely by individual taste 
and the amount of space available. 
Whatever the design, beds too wide 
for 
comfortable 
cultivation 
and 
picking should be avoided. 
Beds 
allowing for more than four rows of 
plants are decidedly inconvenient. 
If the bed is to be along a wall or 
fence where it can be cultivated 
from one side only, it is best to 
make it only three feet wide, allow­ 
ing for two rows of plants. 
Hybrid 
teas should be planted eighteen in­ 
ches apart, hybrid perpetuals two 
feet, and polyanthas fifteen inches, 
planting no closer than nine inches 
from the edge. 
The situation should permit free 
circulation of air, an important fac­ 
tor in disease control, and sun for 
at least two-thirds of the day. Fur­ 
thermore. the location should be 
away from trees and shrubs whose 
roots would grow into the beds and 
impoverish 
them. 
Protection 
on 
the north is highly desirable. 
The preparation of the soil should 
never be hurried or superficial. 
If 
the soil is well drained, excavation 
to a depth of three or more feet 
is not necessary. 
However, where 
it is lacking, the beds must be dug 
out two and a half to three feet 
deep and six inches of coarse stone 
or clinkers placed in the bottom 
before the top soil is replaced. 
Eighteen inches of good top soil 
should be provided if the plants are 
to make their best growth and 
bloom freely.
